A. Carter County, US 60, 9-1072 — Replace bridge and approaches on US 60 over
Upper Stinson Creek 1.5 miles east of KY 1.
B. Carter County, US 60, 9-1080 — Replace bridge and approaches on US 60 over
Reeves Branch 0.05 miles south of CR 1352, Reeves Branch Road.
C. Rowan County, CR 1070, 9-1086 — Replace bridge and approaches on CR 1070
over Triplett Creek 0.02 miles north of US 60.

. PURPOSE AND NEED

A. The purpose of this project is to replace a bridge (022B00064N) and its approaches on
US 60 between MP 26.1 and MP 26.2 over Upper Stinson Creek. The project is
necessary to replace one two-lane bridge, which is dilapidated and structurally deficient,
to improve safety and the substandard condition of the bridge. Extensive spalling,
weathering, and scaling occur throughout the bridge and rails exposing rust and
corrosion. The bridge has been assessed a sufficiency rating of 29.8.

B. The purpose of this project is to replace a bridge (022B00038N) and its approaches on
US 60 between MP 3.6 and MP 3.7 over Reeves Branch. The project is necessary to
replace one two-lane bridge, which is dilapidated and structurally deficient, to improve
safety and the substandard condition of the bridge. This route serves as a detour for |-64
and the narrow lane width of this bridge provides a hazard along with the poor guardrail
condition. The bridge has been assessed a sufficiency rating of 39.2

C. The purpose of this project is to replace a bridge (103C00056N) and its approaches on
CR 1070 between MP 0.0 and MP 0.1 over Triplett Creek. The project is necessary to
replace a narrow one lane bridge, which is dilapidated and structurally deficient, to
improve safety and the substandard condition of the bridge. The bridge has been
assessed a sufficiency rating of 6.0 (as of 6/23/12)

IV. DBE REQUIREMENT

The consultant team shall include a DBE Participation Plan with their response to
announcement. An additional page will be allowed with the project approach in the Response to
Announcement to convey this plan. A maximum of 4 points will be considered in the evaluation
factors for the DBE Participation Plan.

V. SCOPE OF WORK

The selected consultant will be responsible for Preliminary Engineering and Final Roadway
Design, including the preparation of preliminary line and grade plans, drainage design, right of
way plans, and construction plans, traffic control plans, cost estimates, and advanced situation
folders for structural design and structure design plans.

VI. SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS

One (1) consultant will be selected to provide services for all three (3) projects A, B, and C.

one (1) of which will perform more of the work tasks in Kentucky than the other, then the former
firm shall be ranked one (1) place ahead of the latter.
